Online voting open for three possible expansion routes

The city is preparing to 
propose more tracks for an 
expanded LRT system but 
they want the public’s in¬ 
put before they proceed. 

Three potential LRT 
routes for the NAIT to 
northwest Edmonton line 
were unveiled yesterday 
and the public was invited 
to view and comment on 
the three options. 

Ultimately, according to 
Bob Boutilier, general man¬ 
ager of transportation, the 
proposed line will be an 
important step in the fu¬ 
ture development of the 
municipal airport. 

“The northwest exten¬ 
sion of the LRT system be¬ 
yond NAIT represents the 
last major leg of the LRT 
system,” Boutilier said. 
“This is our first opportuni¬ 
ty to go through the munic¬ 
ipal airport lands and put 
the LRT down as part of the 
design and development of 


March. A final recom¬ 
mendation will be 
put forward to 
city council 
in June. 


that site.” 

The potential LRT routes 
include corridors which 
run primarily along St. Al¬ 
bert Trail, 127 Street or 113 
A Street. All three would 
begin at the NAIT LRT sta¬ 
tion — which the city 
hopes to have completed 
by 2014 — and end at the 
proposed Park and Ride 
site southeast of St. Albert. 
“As with any LRT 
routes or planning 
study, there are 
going to be 
impacts 
to resi- 


transportation planning. 
“So we’re offering an ex¬ 
tensive public consultation 
process providing opportu¬ 
nities for the public to be 
informed of the route se¬ 
lection process.”

officers over three years. 

“Times have changed 
since I made that prom¬ 
ise,” Premier Ed Stelmach 
said during a press confer¬ 
ence at the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture yesterday. “But one 
thing that hasn’t changed 
is Albertans’ desire to feel 
safe, to feel secure in their 
homes and in their com¬ 
munities.” 

“Alberta is a safer place 
because of the addition of 
300 new officers and the ex¬ 
cellent work done by police 
everyday,” Stelmach said. 

Of those 100 new officers, 
35 are being added to Ed¬ 
monton and 41 are being 
added to Calgary. 

“It makes an impact on 


our communities, it helps 
to reduce crime and it 
makes Albertans feel safe,” 
Solicitor General Frank 
Oberle said of the additions. 

Funding has also been al¬ 


located to add police in 
smaller communities, such 
as Camrose, Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat. 

Oberle said the additions 
send a clear message to 


criminals. 

“We’re making it harder 
for criminals to do busi¬ 
ness in Alberta,” Oberle 
said. “There is strength in 
numbers.”

Organic food store 
Whole Foods and home 
furnishings chain Bed, 
Bath and Beyond are be¬ 
lieved to be the first major 
private-sector companies 
to tell their fuel suppliers 
they don’t want gasoline 
or diesel refined from 
crude oil coming from the 
oilsands. 

Refining the oil emits 
significantly more carbon 
dioxide than the produc¬ 
tion of other fuels. 

“We lead on issues,” 
Whole Foods vice-presi¬ 
dent Michael Besancon 
said yesterday.

I was riding the streetcar 
this week when I heard a 
woman in her early twen¬ 
ties loudly declare to her 
friend that she hated femi¬ 
nists. Naturally, I yanked off 
my headphones to hear the 
rest. “Feminists ruined 
everything,” she insisted. 
When her friend pushed 
her to elaborate, she an¬ 
swered simply, “They killed 
chivalry.” 

I rolled my eyes and 
popped my headphones 
back on. But I couldn’t help 
reflecting on all the unusual 
attacks I’ve heard directed 
at feminists recently. 

First, there was the blog¬ 


ger in Quebec whose terrify¬ 
ing blog — which cele¬ 
brates Marc Lepine, the 
man behind the Montreal 
Massacre, as a “folk hero” 
— got him arrested for 
threatening women. (He 
was denied bail last week, 
but his blog is still up and 
the trial is expected to con¬ 
tinue this month.) 

Then there was the Na¬ 
tional Post editorial — 
seemingly out of the stone 
age, but actually published 
just a few weeks ago — that 
blamed women’s studies 
programs for “untold dam¬ 
age to families, our court 
systems, labour laws, consti¬ 
tutional freedoms and even 
the ordinary relations be¬ 


tween men and women.” 
(Thankfully, it’s been re¬ 
butted all over the place, by 
women from The Walrus 
magazine, Metro’s Canice 
Leung, and even the Nation¬ 
al Post’s managing editor 
for news, Anne Marie 
Owens.) 

When compared to these 
two examples, the chivalry 
comment seems innocuous 
enough, and yet it offers a 
similarly half-baked argu¬ 
ment. I didn’t get involved 
in the conversation, but if I 
had, my irritated, I-haven’t- 
had-my-coffee-yet-so-please- 
stop-your-nonsense-right- 
now reply would’ve sound¬ 
ed something like this: 

Never mind the fact femi¬ 


nism won you your right to 
vote, your ability to get a 
mortgage without a hus¬

Possible stuttering gene 
could free parents of guilt 


research Why people stut¬ 
ter has long been a medical 
mystery, with the condition 
blamed over the years on 
emotional problems, over¬ 
bearing parents and brow¬ 
beating teachers. Now, for 
the first time, scientists 
have found genes that could 
explain some cases of stut¬ 
tering. 

“In terms of myth 
busters, this is really an im¬ 
portant step forward,” said 
Jane Fraser, president of the 
Stuttering Foundation. 

Researchers taking part 
in a government-funded 
study discovered mutations 
in three genes that appear 
to cause the speech prob¬ 
lem in some people. 

Dennis Drayna, senior au¬ 
thor of the study, said he 
hopes the results help con¬ 
vince doubters that stutter- 


Past cause

stuttering has been attrib¬ 
uted to such things as nerv¬ 
ousness, lack of intelli¬ 
gence, stress or bad parent¬ 
ing. Stutterers were told it 
was all in their heads.

Civil strike brings 
Greece to standstill 


Woman dies 
saving children 

fire A South African or¬ 
phanage director died a 
hero, rescuing nine chil¬ 
dren as their home 
burned, local media said 
yesterday 

The blaze early Tuesday 
killed Sarah Holland, the 
founder of the Hope of 
Christ Home in KwaZulu- 
Natal province, along with 
two adults and eight chil¬ 
dren between the ages of 
four and 15. 

Holland, known as 
Granny, gathered the chil¬ 
dren into the only room 
without burglar bars, 
according to one of the 
children. 

“Granny passed us all 
the little babies,” Zanele 
Nkosi, 11, told the Times 
newspaper. “I gave the ba¬ 
bies to my friend and we 
put them (on) one side and 
waited for others.” 

The cause of the blaze 
remained under investiga¬ 
tion.

The strike left state hos¬ 
pitals working with emer¬ 
gency staff only and dis¬ 
rupted national rail travel, 
although urban mass 
transport was unaffected.

Another snowstorm 
hits U.S. East Coast 


Washington breaks centuries-old snowfall record 


Massive snowfall and 
blinding winds blasted 
Washington and much of 
America's East Coast 
yesterday as the U.S. capi¬ 
tal struggled with the lat¬ 
est storm in its most diffi¬ 
cult winter in memory. 

The Washington area has 
been virtually paralyzed 
since a storm Friday 
evening dumped nearly 
one metre of snow, shut¬ 
ting down the federal gov¬ 
ernment, making travel 
perilous and leaving resi¬ 
dents scrambling to stock 
up on groceries. 

Yesterday’s blizzard com¬ 
pounded the problems for 
Washington and brought 
new ones to New York and 
other northeastern cities. 
In Pennsylvania, the gover¬ 
nor closed large stretches 
of major highways because 
the second major storm in 
less than a week was mak¬ 
ing travel too risky. 

“The snow has just been 
relentless,” said Washing¬ 
ton fire Chief Dennis L. Ru-

bin, a D.C. native who said 
the back-to-back storms are 
like nothing he has ever ex¬ 
perienced. “It doesn’t seem 
like we’re getting much of 
a break.” 

Washington broke a cen¬ 
turies-old record for snow¬ 
fall, with 139 centimetres 
collected, more than one 
centimetre above the previ¬ 
ous record from the 1898- 
1899 season. Nearby Balti¬ 
more also set a new record, 
and meteorologists warned 
the severe weather may 
not be the last the region 
has seen this year. A snow 
record also was set in 
Philadelphia to the north. 

“The winter, of course, is 


not even close to being 
over yet,” said Eric Wil¬ 
helm, a meteorologist with 
AccuWeather, who predict¬ 
ed the winter of 2009-10 
will almost certainly go 
down as the snowiest on 
record along the East 
Coast. 

New York, which man¬ 
aged to avoid last week’s 
snowstorm, was not so 
lucky yesterday. The city 
was blanketed by the win¬ 
ter storm, which forced the 
cancellation of hundreds of 
flights and caused the Unit¬ 
ed Nations to order its 
workers to stay home, 
along with the city’s 1.1 
million school children. 

But others braved the 
conditions to make the 
trek to the job. Harry Tuck¬ 
er, 44, a bond trader waited 
for a commuter train in 
Pelham, N.Y., to take him 
into the city. 

“I work on commission,” 
he said. “If I don’t work I 
don’t get paid.”

Fruit, water may have 
saved trapped man

The tale seems dubious: 
that a rice vendor survived 
27 days trapped under the 
rubble of a flea market fol¬ 
lowing Haiti’s devastating 
earthquake. 

Skeptical health workers 
said no one could live that 
long without water and 
the last confirmed survivor 
found was a 16-year-old 
girl removed from rubble 
15 days after the Jan. 12 
quake. The only sources 
for the story were the two 
Haitian men who showed 
up at a clinic carrying the 
vendor, dehydrated and 
malnourished with rail- 
thin legs. 

But then the patient be¬ 
came lucid enough to tell 
his tale Tuesday. And while 
his account has not been 
independently verified,

doctors now say the 28- 
year-old man could have 
survived on water and pos¬ 
sibly some fruit beneath 
the rubble. 

The man — identified as 
Evans Monsigrace — told 
doctors he had just fin¬ 
ished selling rice for the 
day at a downtown Port-au- 
Prince flea market when 
the quake hit. He said he 
didn’t suffer any major in¬ 
juries and was trapped on 
his side in an area where 
food and drink vendors 
were selling their goods. 

“Based on that (his sto¬ 
ry), we believe him,” said 
Dr. Dushyantha Jayaweera, 
a physician at the Universi¬ 


ty of Miami Medishare 
field hospital where hun¬ 
dreds of patients have 
been treated since the 
quake. 

The story began when 
two men first took the ven¬ 
dor to a Salvation Army 
medical centre in Port-au- 
Prince on Monday, saying 
he had been trapped since 
the earthquake. He was lat¬ 
er moved to the University 
of Miami hospital because 
of his critical condition. 

“He came in delirious, 
asking to die,” said Nery 
Ynclan, a University of Mia¬ 
mi media officer in Haiti, 
noting that Creole transla¬ 
tors were at the field hospi¬ 
tal. 

Ynclan said the rice ven¬ 
dor was in stable condition 
Tuesday and being treated 
for dehydration and mal¬ 
nutrition. He was nibbling 
on chocolate, she said.

Helicopters ferry bodies 
from site of avalanches 


rescue Helicopters ferried 
rescuers to and bodies away 
from the site of massive ava¬ 
lanches that blocked an im¬ 
portant mountain pass 
north of Kabul as the death 
toll soared yesterday to over 
160, officials said. Hundreds 
more remained trapped in 
snowbound cars. 

Afghan army troops dug 
through huge snowdrifts 
trying to rescue people 
from buried vehicles in the 
Salang Pass, a key road that 
connects the Afghan capital 
with the north. 

The 3.5 miles of road that 
were subsumed in the ava¬ 
lanches have been cleared 
of snow, but are littered 
with abandoned or snow- 


packed cars that still make 
much of it impassable, said 
the public works minister, 
Suharab Ali Safari. Interior 
Ministry spokesman Zemeri 
Bashary said rescuers have 
recovered 166 bodies from 
the Salang Pass, 70 miles 
north of Kabul, over the 
past two days. Some of the 
victims were found frozen 
to death inside their vehi¬ 
cles, while in other cases, 
their bodies were strewn 
along the road, he said. 

Bashary said late yester¬ 
day that the rescue was “95 
per cent over,” suggesting 
authorities did not expect 
further increases in the 
death toll.

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Honda widens recall 

Automaker adds 41,000 more cars in Canada 


Honda Motor Co. is adding 17,000 more cars in Japan and 
elsewhere to an existing global recall over faulty airbags. 


Honda Motor Co. is adding 
437>ooo vehicles to its 15 - 
month-old global recall 
for faulty airbags in the 
latest quality problem to 
hit a Japanese automaker. 

The company will re¬ 
place the driver’s side air 
bag inflator in the cars be¬ 
cause they can deploy with 
too much pressure, caus¬ 
ing the inflator to rupture 
and injure or kill the driv¬ 
er. 

Japan’s No. 2 automaker 
originally announced the 
recall to the U.S. National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration in November 
2008 and the total number 
vehicles recalled since 
then is nearing 1 million. 

The latest expansion of 
the airbag recall includes 
378,000 cars in the U.S. 
and 41,000 cars in Canada. 

Honda’s latest U.S. 
airbag recall affects certain 
2001 and 2002 Accord 
sedans, Civic compacts, 


Odyssey minivans, CR-V 
small sport utility vehicles 
and some 2002 Acura TL 
sedans. 

Honda said it is aware of 
12 incidents linked to the 
problem — one death in 
May 2009 and 11 injuries.

Online lenders target 
web-sawy customers 


Canadians needing to bor¬ 
row a little cash now have 
another option to consider 
besides friends, family, 
banks or shady loan 
sharks. 

A community of web 
users will extend a hand — 
for a price — at least in 
some provinces. 

CommunityLend.com is 
open for business in On¬ 
tario and Quebec, connect¬ 
ing investors who want to 
get into the consumer 
loans market with borrow¬ 
ers seeking an alternative 
to conventional loans and, 
potentially, a better rate. 

For now, the site is ac¬ 
cepting applications only 
for smaller loans, from 
$1,000 to $25,000, and is 
targeting “good quality 
borrowers” with “good to 
strong” credit (a score of 
about 657 or higher), said 
Colin Henderson, chief 
technology officer. 

He thinks young, web- 
sawy customers won’t be 
afraid to embrace the rela¬ 
tively new idea and will be

Talbot glad to be joining Eskimos after trade from Argos 


cfl Receiver Andre Talbot is 
not sad to leave the only 
professional football team 
he has known, welcoming a 
trade to the Edmonton Eski¬ 
mos while saying he had 
found it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult “to be motivated” to 
continue playing for the 
Toronto Argonauts. 

Talbot, acquired in one of 
two significant moves exe¬ 
cuted by the Eskimos yes¬ 
terday, had spent each of 
his first nine CFL seasons 
with the Argos and was one 
of the last veteran 
holdovers from the team’s 
last Grey Cup winin 2004. 
He and fellow Canadian re¬ 
ceiver Brad Smith were sent 


to Edmonton for import de¬ 
fensive tackle Eric Taylor 
and a conditional pick in 
the 2011 draft. 

“I can’t say I was really 
surprised,” Talbot told The 
Canadian Press. “And to be 
honest with you. I’m kind 
of quite happy with it. It’s 
just been such a negative 
environment around here 
for the past couple of years, 
and I was finding it hard to 
be motivated to be a part of 
this organization anymore.” 

The Argos also an¬ 
nounced they had released 
veteran comerbaclc Jordan 
Younger, another member 
of Toronto’s 2004 champi¬ 
onship team. 


“Obviously, change is nec- 
essaiy for the Argo organi¬ 
zation right now,” Talbot 
said. “And I think change is 
also necessary for me right 
now. I’m happy that I’m go¬ 
ing to an organization that’s 
known to have world-class 
facilities, and they seem to 
be heading in the right di¬ 
rection.” 

In addition to the trade, 
the Eskimos also an¬ 
nounced they had signed 
veteran Canadian line¬ 
backer Javier Glatt. The for¬ 
mer West Division all-star 
had spent each of his first 
seven CFL seasons with the 
B.C. Lions, helping the team 
to a Grey Cup win four 


years ago. 

“Javier is a proven com¬ 
modity in the CFL,” Eskimos 
general manager Danny 
Maciocia said in a release. 
“He’s experienced, tough 
and will be a very positive 
addition to our defence.” 

Edmonton finished third 
in the West Division last 
season with a 9-9 record, 
but fell to the Calgary Stam- 
peders in the division semi¬ 
final. 

“I’m thrilled with the op¬ 
portunity to compete for a 
job with the Eskimos,” Glatt 
said. “I hope my experience, 
skill set and attitude will 
add to a very solid team.”

Injury may 
keep Vonn 
out of Games 

skiing Lindsey Vonn is wor¬ 
ried a badly-bruised right 
shin will keep her out of 
the Vancouver Olympics, a 
startling announcement so 
close to the start of an 
event shaping up as a show¬ 
case for the U.S. skiing star. 

Vonn revealed yesterday 
that she was injured in a 

slalom train¬ 
ing run Feb. 
2 during a 
pre-Olympic 
practice in 
Austria. It 
was her first 
trip down 
the slopes of 
Lindsey what was 

Vonn supposed to 

be three 
days of practice. 

“I’m sitting here today 
questioning whether, you 
know, I’ll be even able to 
ski,” Vonn said at a news 
conference. “I have to play 
it by ear.” 

As a two-time reigning 
overall World Cup champi¬ 
on, the 25-year-old who 
lives and trains in Vail, Co¬ 
lo., has been considered a 
contender to win multiple 
medals. 

Asked whether she could 
be forced to sit out 
altogether, Vonn replied: 
“Yeah, that’s a possibility.” 

She hasn’t skied since 
getting hurt and said it’s 
even been painful to 
simply put on a pair of ski 
boots in her hotel room to 
test the leg. Vonn said the 
bruising covers about a 15- 
centimetre swath of her 
lower right leg but she re¬ 
fused to get any X-rays to 
check whether she broke a 
bone because she didn’t 
want to know.

Bring up the name of 
celebrity skater Apolo An¬ 
ton Ohno with members 
of Canada’s short-track 
speedskating team and 
they will provide no 
shortage of opinions.

“He’s a skater who really 
knows the game and is al¬ 
ways well placed and has 
excellent strategies, with a 
lot of experience, but he’s 
not as dominant physically 
now compared with the 
other athletes.” 

Ohno and Hamelin are ri¬ 


vals, but the two couldn’t 
be more different — at 
least on the surface. 

“Charles is less of a show¬ 
man, less pretentious, less 
arrogant,” said medal 
favourite Kalyna Roberge 
of her teammate. 

Ohno is competing at his 
third Games at age 27. He 
is one of the best-known 
amateur athletes in the 
world, an entertainer 
whose hip-hop freestyle 
and paso doble famously 
took him to the top on the 
TV show Dancing with the 
Stars. Requests for inter¬ 
views with Ohno must go 
through his agent, rather 
than US Speedskating. 

Hamelin, 25, has become 
a star in his native Quebec, 


but remains slightly shy 
and intensely focused. Af¬ 
ter Hamelin and his team¬ 
mates were eclipsed by 
Ohno’s star power at a 
2008 world cup competi¬ 
tion in Vancouver, they’ve 
worked on raising the pro¬ 
file of the Canadian ath¬ 
letes in time for the Games, 
where many fans from 
Ohno’s hometown of Seat¬ 
tle will be in attendance. 

“(Charles) is more dis¬ 
creet, more Quebecois,” 
team leader Yves Hamelin 
said of his son. “It’s harder 
for him to play a role. He’s 
very available, he’s going to 
give back a lot to the sport, 
and as much to the media 
as to his sponsors.”

The Jay Leno Show is over, but the talk show host will return to 
The Tonight show next month. 

Final show 
sees Trump 
‘fire’ Leno 


Jay Leno ushered out one 
of television’s biggest 
flops without sentiment 
on Tuesday, the final night 
of a prime-time 
experiment doomed by 
bad ratings and bad vibes. 

Leno told a few barbed 
jokes about The Jay Leno 
Show, and Donald Trump 
told him “you’re fired.” 
Leno will return to his old 
perch at the Tonight show 
after the Olympics. 

Desperate to keep both 
Leno and Conan O’Brien, 
NBC gave Leno a show five 
nights a week at 10 p.m. 
EST and made O’Brien the 
Tonight show host. The 
Jay Leno Show was one of 
the boldest scheduling 
moves in years, but the 
size of Leno’s audience — 
while fine for late night — 
couldn’t cut it in prime 
time. 

Late news shows follow¬ 
ing Leno on NBC affiliates 
dropped sharply in the rat¬ 
ings. With some affiliates 
threatening to yank Leno, 
NBC proposed cutting his 
show to a half-hour at 
11:35 p.m. and moving 
O’Brien back a half-hour. 
O’Brien refused and took a 
buyout from NBC. 

“It seems like just yes¬ 
terday I was telling NBC 
this was not going to 
work,” Leno said in his fi¬ 
nal monologue, and it was¬ 
n’t clear he was joking. 

“This show was sup¬ 
posed to be on for two 
years,” Leno said, “but we

Leno said he should 
have known it wasn’t go¬ 
ing to last, and he showed 
a film of him pulling his 
car into a parking space 
that said, Jay Leno, No 
Parking After Feb. 9. 

Actor Ashton Kutcher 
was a guest, and recently 
retired pro football quar¬ 
terback Kurt Warner was 
brought on to throw a few 
passes to him. Actress 
Gabourey Sidibe came on 
to talk about her best ac¬ 
tress nomination for the 
Academy Awards. 

Leno didn’t talk about 
the Tonight show move. 
The studio set, if it’s kept, 
will require some changes: 
the number 10 is now in¬ 
laid onto the stage where 
Leno stands to deliver his 
monologue. 

When the show ended, 
there wasn’t any time to 
say goodbye. A question- 
and-answer session with 
NBC Sports anchor Bob 
Costas appeared to run 
long, and Leno barely had 
time to urge his viewers to 
stay tuned for the late local

Healthy Home- 
Cooked Chili

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 clove garlic, minced 
1 small onion, diced 

1 tbsp fresh thyme and 
rosemary (optional) 

1 pound lean ground beef 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
1/2 cup tomato paste 
1 can tomatoes, chopped, 
drained 
1 can red beans 
1 can corn 

1/3 cup fresh cilantro, 
chopped 

1/2 cup cheddar cheese, 
shredded 

1 ripe avocado, sliced 
1 cup nacho chips 

METHOD: 

1. In a hying pan add olive 
oil, onion, garlic, thyme, 


and rosemary. Add beef 
and cook until browned. 

2. Meanwhile, put corn 
and tomatoes into a large 
pot and cook over 
medium heat. Add tomato 
paste, beans, cilantro and 
chili powder. Stir in beef 
mixture. 

3. Cook until heated and 
flavours mix together. 

4. Garnish with cheddar 
cheese and avocado pieces 
sprinkled on top. Serve 
with a side of nacho chips.
